foon know what the Proteftant Cantons will_refolve 
upon, becanfe they have appointed to confult toge- 
ther in a particular Diet by themfelves. The French 
Ambaffador has given a formal Promife that the King 
his Mafter fhall not attack the Places firuate on the 
Lake of Conftance nor the Forreft Towns, provided 
that neither from thofe Places nor the Territories 
within their Dependance, any Act of Hoftiliry be 
made againft France or Bavaria, and. that the Pro- 
teftant Cantons forbid the raifing of any Men in theit 
Country for the Duke of Savoy ; but that Minifter 
has been inform’d, not only that thefe Reftrictions 
are contrary to the Rights and Alliances of the Can- 
tons, but that he requires a thing impoffible ; be- 
caufe it cannot be imagin’d the Emperor will ever 
confent that thofe Places fhall be Neutral, while the 
whole Empire is engag’d in this War. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan.15. - 
Warfaw, Dec. 22. AnExprefs difpatch’d hither the 
16th of this Month by the Great‘Marhhal Bielinski, 
has brought Advice, that the King:and Court would 
fet our from Jawarow the 19th to go to Cracow, to 
pafs the Winter there. But yer’tis believ’d the King 
will make a Journey into Saxony with a few Arten- 
dants. The Cardinal Primate’s Adherents give out, 
that Monfieur Wachflager will come hither next, 
Month, to deliver the King of Sweden’s: Propofals to: 
the Congrefs of the Confederates, and that av the 
fame time General Reinfchild,with the Bedy he com- 
mands,will advance hither,to givethesgreater Weigho 
to thofe Propofals. "Tis likewife»talk’d openly, that 
his Swedifh Majefty will never confent to a Treaty 
of Peace, without ‘the dethroning of our King be 
made a preliminary condition; from ‘which Refolu- 
tion he has declat’d’ he will never depart. Now fee- 
ing things are brought vo. fuch:a pafs, and thar no- 
thing can be expected from the Congrefs of rhe Con- 
federates but further Trouble and: Confufion, the 
Count de Zinzendorf,the Emmperor’s Envoy,is about 
to follow the Englith Envoy ro Dantzick. There has 
been handed about hete a circular Letter in the Name 


of the King of Sweden, dated the roth of this Month, 


fnhmmoning a General Diet ro meet to ele& a new 
King; burthis Letter is believ’d not to be genuine 
or authentick, as well becaufe his Swedith Majcfty is 


ftil'd in it Hereditary King of Poland, as becaufe of 
divers violent Expreifions in it, which are likelier to 
provoke than perfwade. Part of the Nobility of 
Great Poland, finding themfelves more injur'd by the 
Plundering and Infolence of the Troops of the confe- 
derated Nobility, than by profefs’d Enemies, made 
Application to the Generals of the Army of the 
Crown, defiting that they would countenance an An- 
ticonfederacy which they intended to fet on Foot ; 
but chofe Generals anfwer'd, That they would net be 
the Authors of an inteftine War. This unhappy Situ- 
ation of Affairs makes it fear’d the Confederates will 
proceed tumultuonfly here to the proclaiming of a 
new King; and that his prefenr Majefty will be 
oblig’d to have recourfe ro, the:Mufcovites, Tartars, 
and Coffacks, for their affiftance, to maintain himfelf 
in the Poffeifion of the Crown ; Nay ‘tis already re- 
ported, that 19000 Mufcovite Coffacks have actually 
pafs'd the Borifthenes,and are entred into Poland 
fo. that this Kingdom: is like to run into the atmoft 
Diforder and Confufion, if the King of Sweden and 
the confederated Nobility purfue their prefent De- 
fign.
